Syria keeping 
terrorists from 
South Lebanon

Syria clamped down on the 
transfer of arms and rein- 
forcements into South Lebanon 
over the weekend, evidently 


signalling its intention to keep 
Palestinian terrorists away 
from Israel’s northern border. 
The Syrian troops in the inter- 
Arab deterrent force policing 
northern and central Lebanon 
were instructed to block the flow 
of all aid to the battlefront. 

In an apparent bid to make 
their move appear balanced, the 
Syrians said that the ban, 
nominally issued by the 
Lebanese government- 
controlled Arab deterrent force, 
applied to the whole of Lebanon, 
affecting both the Palestinians 
and their rival Christian 
militias. 

“Now that the clashes have 
stopped in the south and UN 
have started to enter the region, the 
Arab peace-keeping forces have 
decided to forbid the entry of any 
military personnel or equipment to 
Lebanese territory and have asked 
its units to enforce this ban,’ an of- 
ficial statement issued on behalf of 
the 30,000-strong Syrian dominated 
force said. It added that the Arab 
peace-keeping troops also decided to 
“forbid the entry of any form of 
assistance, including medical and 
food supplies, unless it is routed 
through the Lebanese government 
and has the prior approval of the ap- 
propriate authorities." 

The statement followed reports 
that Iraq was dispatching military 
personnel and equipment to the 
terrorist forces which Israel ejected 


from South Lebanon last week. 
Meanwhile, the Syrians are 

reported to be ghtening thelr hold

‘Angered’ U.S. Jewry gears

NEW YORK. — A mood of concern

Sadat says Israel 
colluded with Assad 


CAIRO (AP). — President Anwar 
Sadat charged yesterday that Israel 
occupied South Lebanon in collusion 
with some Christian Lebanese 
leaders and Syrian President Hafez 
Assad as a prelude to establishing a 
separate Christian Maronite state. 

In an interview with the weekly 
“October” magazine, Sadat also ac- 
cused Assad of contemplating the ea- 
tablishment of Greater Syria, a plan 
that envisages the annexation of Jor- 
dan and the remaining part of 
Lebanon. 

Sadat identified one of these 
Lebanese Christian leaders as 
Camille Chamoun, ἃ former 
Maronite president during the 1958 
civil war and leader of one of the 
right-wing Christian parties that 
fought in the 1976 civil war. 


Likud blasts Weizman for ‘peace government’ proposal 


“While there was much of merit in 
the interviews granted by Weizman, 
some of what he said was unfor- 
tunate. The context in which he used 
the word ‘peace’ was especially not 
to our liking. If anything, this is the 
most peace-oriented government 
we've ever had and those who 
criticize (the inflexibility of) its 
peace plan today, took it to task only 
recently for having conceded too 
much.

— Opnosition leader 
Shimon Peres on Friday discounted 
rumours οἵ American pressure to 
replace Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin, saying that no foreign agency 
could meddle in Israel's internal af- 
fairs, But he renewed his party's cali 
for the Premier's resignation 
because of what he called the failure 

of Begin's policy. 


Speaking at the Engineers’ Club 
heré, Peres rejected Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman's proposal 
for a,"‘nationa) peace government.” 
Labour would not enter such a 
government for the same reason that 
Begin left the national unity govern- 
ment in 1972 — a difference in prin- 
ciples, he said. 

As to the rumoured American 
‘pressure for Begin’s replacement, 
Peres said that the media, and es- 
pecially Israel Radio, had erred in

Ambassador Lewis: 
No crisis between 
Israel and U.S. 


U.S. Ambassador Samuel 
Lewis said yesterday that he was not 
a party to the feeling of crisis in U.S.- 
Israel relations described by some 
journalists. 

Speaking to newsmen at Ben- 
Gurion Airport on his return from 
attendance at talks In Washington 
between U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter and Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin, he said: "It was 
one of the more difficult meetings 
between the two leaders I have ex- 
perienced in the year I have been 
Ambassador to Israel. But even 
after these talks, relations between 
the two countries are still in great 
shape. 

“The talks were frank and quite 
useful, The atmosphere was friendly 
and informal. No harsh words were 
spoken, but there was some dis- 
agreement. But this was discussed 
frankly and explored. This is very 
healthy and in many ways construc- 
tive, as now each side understands 
the other better,"’ he said. 

Lewis said there nad been ab- 
solutely no pressure brought to bear 
on Israel during the, talks. "But 
President Carter made clear to the 
Prime Minister that on some of the 
questions concerning the peace 
process, he believed it was 
necessary for Israel to consider 
some changes in its position if 
negotiations are to regain their 
Momentum and continue at the 
same rate they were moving some 
months ago." (Itim?. 


Yadin: Talks with 
Egypt can go on 


Deputy Prime Minister Yigael 
Yadin said yesterday there was no 
reagon why tatks with Egypt should 
not continue, noting that the 
differences separating the two sides 
were "amailer than they seem.” 

Speaking in an Israel Radio inter- 
view, Yadin went on to say that his 
party, the Denocratic Movement for 
Change. in general supported 
Premier Begin's peace plan, but it 
opposes settlements in the West 
Bank when these have no security 
justification.

Without going into the specifics 
mentioned by the President. Vance 
said: ''We have done a great deal of 
research and work on what kinds of 
programmes might be effective In 
this area. We have discussed it not 
only with the parties to the conflict, 
put we have discussed it with other 
nations in the area and elsewhere in 
the world." 

Vance also said that Carter had 
put forward some “exploratory 
ideas" to Begin ‘with respect to 
possible ways of bridging the gaps 
which remain between the parties in 
a number of critical areas." The 
Secretary clearly heid out hope that 
Begin would reconsider his 
positions, stating: “I am sure that 
the Prime Minister and the isracil 
Government wil! reflect on these.” 

Vance said that the Begin-Carter 
talks were “difficult."’ but he denied 
that the “atmosphere” of the talks 
was “unfriendly or ugly..." 

“They were frank exchanges of 
views between allies and friends. We 
remain fully and unequivocally com- 
mitted to the security of Israel, and 
there should be no doubt about that.” 

Vance, during further questioning. 
outlined the well-known U.S. position 
on Resolution 242. saying that it does 
apply to Israel! withdrawals from 
the West Bank and Gaza. He also ex- 
pressed America’s opposition ta 
Taraell settlements [π the territories. 

In explaining why the U.S. and 
Egypt aré pressing Isracl to accept 8 
suitable declaration of principles 
governing the negotiations. the 
Secretary said that “as a practical 
matter. I do not think at this mo- 
ment. without a declaration of prin- 
ciples, that there is any real 
Hkelihood that Jordan at this point 
would enter any negotiations.” 

"T think it is first necessary to es- 
tablish a framework for a com- 
prehensive peace before one can ex- 
pect other parties to enter into dis- 
cussions," he sald. 

Vance also denled that the US. 
had changed its assessment of the 


by an anonymous “American per- 
sonality" that Israel should change 
its premier to save the peace efforts. 
“Tt was of no more consequence than 
a request to switch to moonshine in- 
stead of sunlight during the day." 
Peres said, adding that Israel would 
rise to a man against forelgn medd!- 
Ing in the country's internal affairs. 

Peres said he was shocked at the 
harsh way President Jimmy Carter 
reportedly treated Premier Begin. 
but added that he does not believe 
the U.S. would apply one-sided 
presgure on Israel. "Ἢ it does, there 
will be no peace negotiations." he 
said. 

There still is a chance for "partial 
peace" with Egypt and this should 
be defined as the first national 
priority, he said. The government 
must fone down its declarations on 
the West Bank “ποῖ because it would 
lead Hussein in (the peace process), 
but because it would remove & 
stumbling block on the road to peace 
with Egypt,’ Peres said. 


U.S. senator says 
Carter shouldn’t push

More UN peacekeeping troops 
were yesterday taking up positions 
in South Lebanon as the five-day-old 
truce declared by Israel appeared to 
hold, despite terrorist claims of 
“escalated fighting behind enemy 
lines."' Some 700 troops of the 
promised 4.000-man UNIFIL. have 
already taken up their positions. 
More are due to arrive today and 
tomorrow. 

So far. the Tyre enclave has been 
taken over by French paratroopers. 
The central section of the Litani 
River is being manned by Iranian 
soldiers. The eastern flank of South 
Lebanon is belng policed by Swedes, 
who are to be joined by Norwegians. 

UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim sald that plans are being 
made to establish UNIFIL's head- 
quarters at Tyre. The force has just 
set up “forward headquarters’ at 
the Lebanese village of Nakoura, 
across the border from Israel's fron- 
tier post at Rosh Hanikra.

Nobody bas done 50 
and I assure you of that without any 
sense of equivocation.”” 

On the matter of the legelity of 
Israel’s use of U.S. supplied arms 
during the recent fighting in 
Lebanon, the Secretary sald the 
State Department was currently 
“examining that question and wiil 
respond...in the very neer future.” 
He said the legal question, which has 
been raised by some congressmen, 1s 
“a complex one and 1 don’: want to 
express ἃ judgment on the guestion 
at this point until we have completed 
our legal work.” 

Vance also defended the ad- 
ministration’s proposed sale of F-15 
fighters to Saudi Arabia, denying 
that the sale would make Saudi 
Arabia a cogfrontation state against 
Israel, as alleged by Begin.

IN MEMORIAM 


Fay Doron 


The best of Jewish tradition 
and of English culture 


TO KNOW Fay Doron was to love 
her; she was indeed a lovable 
character who both exuded and in- 
vited affection. 

Fay was a product of the finest 
traditions of Anglo-Jewry. She com- 
bined within herself, and welded into 
a harmonious whole, the best of 
Jewish tradition and of English 
culture. From her father, who was 
one of the founders of the Mizrahi in 
England, and at one time ita chair- 
man, she inherited her love of 
Judaism and of the Land of Israel, 
while from her mother, 2 wonderful 
woman of high inteJlectual and 
cultural attainments, she inherited 
her love of literature, art and music. 

I first got to know Fay when she 
was a prominent member of the 
Zionist youth movement in England. 
and her selection as a member of the 
first Maccabiad held in 1939 gave her 
an opportunity of putting her Zionist 
ideals into practice, when she decid- 
ed to settle here. 

From then on, in whatever capaci- 
ty she worked, as journalist and as 
editor, as writer of brochures for the 
delegation of the Jewish Agency at 
the UN in the tense and fateful days 
which resulted In the establishment 
of the State. whether as translator, 
whether as the wife of a diplomat in 
various countries, including South 
Africa in the fifties when our 
families became closely intimate, 
she was able, both literally and 
figuratively, to translate the ideals 
of Israel Reborn into the English 
idiom. A Master of English (she 
graduated with horiours in English 
‘Literature) with a sensitive feeling 
for every nuance of Hebrew, she was 
able beautifully and faultlessly to 
give perfect expression to her 
thoughts. 

But her strength lay not only in her 
intellectual capacities. I know of 
few, if indeed any, individuals in 
whom qualities of both heart and of 
mind, of brain and of soul, coalesced 


so perfectly into one. Her life‘was not - 


an easy one, but with her equable 
temperament and profound faith she 
took everything in her stride and 
overcame all obstacles. 

To see the love and care she 
poured out on her widowed mother, 
especially as her physical incapacity 


increased, was an object lesson in 
the fulfilment of the Fourth Com- 
mandment. The massive help which 
she gave to her husband Gaby; her 
robust common sense acting as a foi! 
against his tendency towards 
volatility dnd impulsiveness lent 
point to the truth of the rabbinic in- 
terpretation of the two words 
translated ‘‘helpmeet’’ — “helping 
by being a foil"*. And in bringing up 
her daughter Avital she poured into 
her all the love of which she was 
capable. In everything she did she 
was a perfectionist, whether 
emanating from heart or from brain. 

She died, in the beautiful phrase of 
the rabbis “with a (divine) kiss"'. 
Peacefully, in her Sabbath sleep, 
without agony and without being a 
burden to anyone, she just passed 
over from her earthly rest to ‘the 
Gay which is wholly Sabbath. with 
rest in the life everlasting’. And so 
she would have wished. 

Involuntarily, when one thinks of 
Fay, the phrase ‘‘Eshet Chayil" 
comes to mind, and who will deny 
the perfect appositeness of 80 many 
of the verses of that classic deacrip- 
tion of the ideal woman applied to 
her? 

“The heart of her husband trusted 
in her and he had no lack of gain. 

She did him good and not evil all 
the days of her life. 

Strength and dignity are her 
clothing and she contemplated her 
end without sadness. 

She looked well to the ways of her 
household and ate not the bread of 
idleness. 

Give her of the fruit of her hands 
and let her good deeds praise her in 
the gates." 

And through these gates she has 
passed, to receive the reward of a 
blameless and useful life, and we are 
left to mourn. Louis Rabinowitz

TEL AVIV iItim). — Police are in- 
vestigating the theft of a consign- 
ment of IL12m. worth of polished 
diamonds bound for Hong Kong 
which disappeared last week after it 
was dispatched from a Ramat Gan 
post office. 

The consignment was sent by dia- 
mond dealers in the Ramat Gan dia- 
mond eXchange to a nearby post of- 
fice in a regular post office mail bag. 
The bag wag then sent with 80 other 
bags containing regular mail to Ben- 
Gurion airport where they were lock- 
ed in a room overnight before a stan- 
dard security check. 

When officials came to examine 
the room-full of mail next morning 
the bag containing the diamonds had 
disappeared. Police have as yet no 
idea how the gems were stolen or at 
what point between the post office 
and the airport. 

Five persons who handled the 
postal bags at various stages have 
been summoned to undergo le- 
detector tests, even though police 
said there are no grounds for suspec- 
ting them. 

Last week's diamond theft was not 
the first Involving Ben-Gurion air- 
port. Three months ago two sacks 
containing IL30m. of dtamonds were 
stolen before they were to have been 
loaded on an aircraft bound for 
Europe. The only clue to the theft 
found by police were the remains of 
the two empty bags which the 
thieves had tried to burn in the Ben- 
Shemen forest. 


Acre man shoots 
wife and children

ACRE. — A local resident shot and 
wounded his wife and three children 
on Friday night. He then fied, but 
surrendered to police several! hours 
later.

Before setting off 
the blast the burglars piled 50 small 
sacks of sand over the safe to deaden 
the noise.

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police slay one of his kidnappers 


PARIS. -- French police were 
yesterday questioning one of the 
presumed kidnappers of Baron 
Edouard-Jean Empain in hopes of 
finding the multimlillonaire 
businessman still alive, and sald 
they were getting some Information. 

Alain Caillol, 36, 2 stickup man 
with a long criminal record, was 
wounded and captured on Friday 
alght when police shot it out with five 
gunmen at a rendezvous where.an 
Empain aide was supposed to 
deHver a ransom of 17m. Swiss 
franes (about 1L150m.). 

The gun battle, on a freeway in the 
southeastern suburbs of Paris, left 
suspected kidnapper Daniel 
Duchateau, a convicted pimp, dead 
and two members of the Paris anti- 
gang squad with slight shoulder 
wounds. The other three gunmen 
fled, armed with sut-machineguns. 

Calliel, only slightly wounded, has 
provided information on the three 
kidnappers who filed the police am- 
bush, police commissioner Pierre 
Ottavioli sald yesterday. But he 
declined to indicate whether police 
had any idea of the fate of Empain, a 
40-year-old millionaire industrialist 
abducted here on January 23. 

“"We are m use of the new in- 
formation," he added. “Obviously, 


we cannot provide any more details. 
But we were certain he was alive 


during the negotiation attempts . 


(that preceded Friday night's 
rendezvous.” 

The ransom money designed to 
end Empain’s nine weeks in captivi- 
ty never changed hands. According 
to police, the Empain aide drove up 
as instructed to an emergency 
telephone beside the northbound 
lane of a highway in the Val de 
Marne district. 

Suddenly. two hooded men hiding 
nearby dashed to his car and, leay- 
ing the aide behind, sped off some 
500 metres to the north, where three 
other gunmen emerged from a door 
in the guard wall. A police car 
roared up and firing broke out. The 
three men who had burst through the 
doorway quickly, retreated in the 
same direction and escaped in ἃ 


waiting car. The doorway was too ~ 


narrow for the police vehicle to pass. 

Police said they had been ermed 
with a small machinegun, two 
automatic pistols and two grenades. 

Police questioned the captured 
Caillol all night at the Quai des 
Ortevres, headquarters of the Paris 
criminal police. They would give few 
details, but said that any of the 
following could happen if they fail to 


find the kidnapped baron: 

* The kidnappers may give up and 
release him. 

«© They may try again to arrange 8 
ransom pickup. 

¢ They may kill Empain, fearing he 
could help police find them. 


Empain was kidnapped in a daring 
daylight ambush in front of hla lux- 
ury Paris apartment.

ROME (UPI). — An article in the 
Milan newspaper “Corriere della 
Sera" said that former Premier Aldo 
Moro must be suffering considerably 
at the hands of his kidnappers, 
morally if not physically. 

"He has never been seen without a 
jacket and tle in public and the 
photograph in shirtsleevea is already 
a form of violence," said the article, 
adding that Moro abhorred being 
touched aud eschewed the physical 
embraces and hugs that most 
italians indulge in. 

The newspaper said Moro was "his 
own doctor’ and looked after a blood 
pressure problem himself with 
medicines carried for him by chief 
bodyguard police warrant officer 
Oreste Leonardi, 52, who was Killed 
in the kidnap fusillade. 

Moro could be suffering trom lack 
of mobility ir his jail because he had 
prescribed himself. brisk two-hour 
daily walks, said the article.

The Red Brigades broke a week- 
long silence yesterday and said they 
are Moro on “proletarian 
charges" of setting up a “maulti- 
national company police state.’ 
They made the statement in a 
lengthy leaflet to newspapers in 
Rome and the northern city of Turin, 

The police sources said the tight 
security cordon thrown up around 
the city after the Moro kidnapping 
was not fully in place for almost 45 
minutes after the abduction. 

If Moro’s kidnappers had reached 
the superhighway circling the city 
before then as the witness’ testimony 
indicates is possible, the abductors 
may have managed to evade the 
roadblocks and got Moro ta a hideout 
outside the city, the sources said. 

Police sources also sald officers 
were investigating evidence that a 
man wearing an airline uniform 
rented an apartment near the 
Adriatic resort of Ancona, 260 km. 
northwest of Rome, the day before 
the kidnapping.

Viet government 
buying out ° 
last tapitalists 


BANGKOK (AP) — Vietnam will 
abolish all private enterprise and 
buy out the few remaining 
capltalista as part of the socialist 
transformation of the South, the 
Vietnam news agency reported 
yesterday. 

The Saigon People's Committee 
issued a communique on Friday, 
saying the move was being made 
because the enterprises undermine 
the country's economy and con- 
tribute to speculation, black 
marketing and hoarding of goods. 

“The state will buy from capitalist 
traders thelr goods in stock and 
business facilities. Those having 
techincal and professions! skills 
may be employed in the state-rum 
trade,"’ the statement said. 

Privately-owned businesses and 
some that were nearly state-owned 
were allowed to remain in South 
Viemmam following the Communist 
takeover in April 1975. But Viet- 
namese leaders called for the com- 
plete elimination of capitalism in the 
South by the end of 1979. 

Tn the undeclared war with Cam- 
bodia, the Voice of Vietnam radio 
said yesterday that Vietnamese 
forces had killed or wounded more 
than 700 Cambodian soldiers who at- 
tacked north of Saigon and into 
Mekong. River delta provinces 
between March 12 and 20.

CAIRO (AP), — Tomb robbery has 
been a flourishing business in Egypt 
sinee the days of the Pharaohs and 
what to do about it has been as baffl- 
{ng a riddle as the smile of the 
sphinx, : 

-_ In 1140 B.C., an incense roaster in 
the Amon Temple at Thebes told a 
Pharaonic court of inquiry that a 
Group of robbers approached him 
one night. 

“They took me with them and we 
opened a tomb and brought away ἃ 
shroud of gold and aflver," he told in- 
vestigators. 

The records of his trial were 
written on papyrus, which turned up 
on the illegal antiquities market in 
the same city 3,000 years later. 
᾿ Nothing much has changed, in 
fact, except the value of looted 
treasures. Antiquities experts say 
prices have soared recently because 
the Tutankhamon exhibition touring 
the United States has aroused new 
interest in artifacts and wealthy in- 
vestors in the West consider them a 
good hedge against inflation. 

“Thieves used to concentrate on 
things they could carry away, 
movable objects. Nowadays, they 

ἄγε cutting reliefs from the tomb 

walls," said Dr. Labib Habachi, 
former Director of the Antiquities 
Department and one of the world’s 
leading Egyptologists. 

Prices of up to $500,000 are paid for 
prized items, he said. But no expert 
would venture an estimated value of 
all the ‘antiquities being smuggled 
out of Egypt.

In an effort to stop the il- 
licit trade, the government built a 
brand new town away from yempta- 
tion.

Guards are mostly chosen from 
thase who have finished military ser- 
vice and can't find work or those who 
lost their jobs when the Aswan Dam 
was completed. 

In the last two years, there have 
been two major thefts from 
museums. Three statuettes were 
stolen from Aswan’s museum by 
thieves who climbed in through 8 
hole made in the wal! during aircon- 
ditioning repairs and while officials 
were diverted by a sound and light 
show. . 

Two statuettes disappeared from 
the Luxor museum late last year 
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despite a television monitoring 
system. One museum official was 
demoted and transferred but no

The Galilee town recently gained 
an unsavoury reputation for growing 
delinquency — yet it was chosen for 
an aliya project for immigrant 
families fram France. 

The scheme has proved to be' a 
challenge for its sponsors — the 
Jewish Agency and the local Council, 
but even more 80 for the immigrants 
themselves. Last August, when the 
Project was initiated with over 20 
fainilies from France, the town's 
council chairman Yaacov Toledano, 
reacting to press reports of a crime 
wave, said the reports were ex- 
aggerated and that all the trouble 
was caused by some 40 work-shy 
yéungsters. Other perturbed 
residents thought the ‘'positive'' 
achievements were being 
overshadowed by the crime reports. 
A month before, the town's 
shopkeepers staged a one-day strike 
in protest at a wave of burglaries. 
Since then, a police sub-station has 
been set up in Migdal Heemek. 

it was a classic example of a town 
which needed an injection of new 
blood, but’ where the social con- 
ditions were reputedly discouraging. 
Today, most of those settlers from 
France have completed their 
Hebrew course at a local ulpan, and 
have found jobs in the town. Recent- 
ly, Toledano went to France to en- 
courage more families to join the 
Migdai Haemek project. But some of

his wife and two. children. He was 
given written promises that a super- 
market would be built for him ina 
new commercial centre within’ ἃ 
year. “I am worried about getting 
my store. If I don’t get it, ΤΣ know 
the stories are true about the

thelr own interests." 

Mayor Ya'acov Toledano, 36, 
knows the town well. He came to 
Migdal Haemek from Morocco in 
1955 when he was a boy of 12. The 
town was then only two years old and 
“most people lived in tents and 
worked in the vicinity." He tells of 
rapid change, of how industry was 
attracted to the development town. 
Today Beged Or, Nesher Beer, 


Israel. 
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Helena Rubinstein, Nilet and Carnet 
are here. The large factories have 
attracted thousands of unskilled 
labourers. A significant percentage 
are of oriental background and 
under-educated. Many of their 
children are problematic. Toledano 
confesses: “Yes we have ἃ crime 
problem. We hope our new central 
police station with a force that will 
be increased from three to 28 men 
will help the situation,"' 

Noam Kemp, a director of school. 
psychological services, confirms the 
reports. ‘There is a definite social 
problem. There are asocial types 
between the ages of 16-23 who are 
causing serious problems. Three or 
four burglaries take place each 
week.’ He believes, however, that 
“the problem seems more acute in 
Migdal Haemek because the town is 
still small enough for everyone to 


the group already in warn 
that unless the “crime problem” is 
solved they may leave the town, and 
discourage others from coming. 

The aliya project is said to cost 
several million pounds, in housing, 
support staff and services. 

The French oiim claim that this 
lovely mountainside town, popula- 
tion 14,000, with ita clean air and 
hreathtaking vistas, is being 
terrorized by young hoodiums and 
an ed “Mafia.” They say 
they are alarmed by reports of in- 
creased theft, drug use and prostitu- 
tion. Gerald Moatti, 22, fram Paris, 
blames the problem on juvenile 
delinquents. "There is nothing for 
young people to do here. They just 
hang around the streets and get into 
trouble.” 

Albert Gavia, 47, sold his super- 
market in Paris and came here with 


know what happens." Kemp speaks 
with pride of a citizens’ committee 
that was οἱ to deal with the 
situation. “We put presgure on the 
officials to build the new police sta- 
tion. A good aspect of living here is 
that people get involved in im- 
proving the community."

People im- 
agine the problem is bigger here 
because the press plays it up so 
much. When good things happen 
here no-one tells the story.” 

-There {a a great deal at stake in 
Migdal Haemek. The Municipality, 
Jewish Agency and Israeli industry 
want this project to succeed. “Pro- 
ject '78"" plans to settle an additional 
50 families from France and 20 
familles from South America. The 
buil are already completed and 
awaiting the new occupants. 
Yerushalmi reports that oyer 300 
jobs are available for the new im- 
Taigrants In Migdal Haemek and the 
vicinity. Western Jews can bring 
skills as machinists, accountants, 
engineers, secretaries, electricians, 
carpenters, technicians, doctors and 
nurses. They also have capital, and a 
pioneer spirit. 

Yigal Yerushalmi is not worried. "Ἢ 
am gure that when 100 French 
families are living here in two years 
time — and they will be here — they 
will be a real force for change. They 
have chosen to come to a develop- 
ment community and not Tel Aviv. 
They are Zionist activists and they 
want to give something to the town 
as well aa receiving from Israel." 

As for the chargea of a “Mafia” in 
Migdal Haemek, he says, ‘“‘Absolute- 
ly not. The Mafia is in New York, 
Rome, perhaps Tel Aviv, but not in 
Migdal Haemek."’ 

Let's hope the officials are right. 
That the crime problem is nat 
serious and that people will stay put. 
Yet it would be foolish to dismiss the 
matter too lightly. Ruth Moatti. one 
of the new immigrants, is worried. 
“The police say the laws are too 
weak. I'm not sure I want to stay 
here." 

It will indeed be a tragedy if the 
dedicated and diligent efforts of so 
many people and institutions are 
thwarted by a bunch of idle teenage 
rowdies and small time gangsters.

AMMAN (AP). — An Australian 
archaeological team excavating. in 
Jordan believes it has uncovered the 
world's second oldest mural. Teste 
indicate the wall-painting [δ᾽ more 
than 6,000 years old. 

“Apart from the paintings at Catal 
Kuyuk in Turkey, these paintings 
discovered at Teleilat Ghazsul are 
the earliest ever discovered," Prof. 
Basil Hennessy of Sydney Universi-- 
ty, the leader of the Australian ex-. | 
pedition, declared. 

The mural, several square metres 
large, shows a group of figures stan- 
ding next to what is thought to be a 
religious shrine. Vivid red, white, 
yellow and black colours.are still 
visible. 4 

Professor Hennessy said carbon 
tests showed the mural was painted 
around 4,200 B.C.H. :

T HAVEN'T attended such a disap- 
pointing concert in a very Jong.time.

What's in a name 


A street by any other name 
just may not sound as sweet

THE STREETS of Jerusalem have 
- always been of historic and 
diplomatic interest. The names of 
many neighbourhood thoroughfares 
exhibit central themes, so that if you 
find yourself on a “prophetic atreet"' 
chances are you're in the Geula 
quarter; if you walk along a South or 
Central American road, you must be 
in Kiryat Hayovel, or its neighbour- 
ing suburbs, Ir Ganim and Kiryat 
Menahem. 
When names were sought for the 
renovated streeta of the Old City's 


Jewish Quarter, an orlginal sugges- - 


tion was put forward by Elyakim 
Ben-Menahem, a retired educational 
supervisor and Bible expert. “This 
area, closest to the Temple Mount. 
must bear names related to the Beit 
Hamikdash (Temple), he said, 
suggesting that the special reference 
point be the Second Temple period, 
the most grandiose period in Jewish 
history here before the Destruction. 

Several of Ben-Menahem’'s 
recommendations were accepted. 
Today a number of the quarter's un- 
ique street plaques on decorated tile 


The plaque showing the name of 
Rehov Yayehudim (Street of the 
Jews), a central artery of the Old Ci- 
ty, contained until recently an 
Arabic name with guite a different 
connotation — Tariq al-Munadileen 
— the Road of the Victorious 
Fighters, meaning the Arabs who 
eonauered the Old City in 1948. Ben- 
Menahem expressed surprise not at 
this political “curiosity,” but at the 
original Hebrew name. ‘How can 
there be a Street of the Jews, a kind 
of Judengasse (meaning ‘'The 
Jewish Ghetto") as was common all 
over Europe In the Middle Ages. in a 
city that is all Jewish?" 

He and many residents of the 
reconstructed neighbourhood 
similarly object to the label, “Jewish 
Quarter."" ‘Are we e@ ghetto, 
residents of only ἃ section, in our 
own capital?" they wonder. A more 
suitable term was suggested by 
writer and MK Moshe Shamir — 
““The Upper City'’ — Ha'ir 
Ha‘elyona, as the area was known in 
Temple times.

IT IS ONLY natura! that Prime Minister Begin’s return home 
with the bad news from Washington should have brought to the 
surface strong political undercurrents calling for his replace- 
ment at the helm of the nation. 

In considering these demands it is important to place the 
problems that have arisen in our relations with the U.S. in their 
correct order of priority. The main problem is not Mr. Begin's 
obdurate obtuzeness in regard to the peace process; rather, it is 
the long-feared unveiling of the wrong-headed approach to this 
process and to the very real problems of Israel's security evinc- 
ed by the Carter Administration. 

The peace plan with which Israe] responded to the Sadat in- 
itiative last December constituted a bold and eminently 
reasonable starting point for further negotiations. That these 
negotiations have not in fact proceeded further than the two 

" opening moves is largely due to President Sadat's change of 
heart and to the ‘support which he has received in this from the 
Carter Administration. ἢ 

The demands the Americans are reported to have made upon 
Mr. Begin as a condition for getting the stalled negotiations 
moving again are largely — not entirely — unacceptable. Their 
acceptance would critically prejudice the delicate balance 
which any Israel government must maintain between a com- 
mitted desire to furthering the peace process and this country's 
very real security interests. 

Mr. Begin deserves the nation's wholehearted support for 
resisting these demands. He has, however, turned out to be his 
own worst enemy. He has permitted ideological considerations 
to impede the effectiveness of presenting Israel's case in the 
U.S. in an attempt to change the Administration's policy or to 
check its implementation. 

This U.S. policy would not have been any different had Israel 
retained its Labour government; nor is it to be expected that it 
me change if Mr. Begin is replaced by Mr. Weizman or by Mr. 

eres. 5 

The legitimate criticism that should be levelled at Mr. Begin 
is that he has misinterpreted the seriousness of the policy 
change that has come about under Mr. Carter. The Begin 
government has also heen woefully inadequate in fighting this 
policy in the only arena available to Israel, that of American 
public opinion and the ramified political community which ts at- 
tuned to it. 

Neither Mr. Begin's wholly unnecessary statement on the in- 
applicability of 242 to the West Bank, nor the amateurish confu- 
sion attending the settlements charade of the winter months is” 
the cause of the present troubles with the Carter Ad- 
ministration; but both were major contributions to the weaken- 
ing of Israei’s position among the American public and in its 
political community. 

The ineffectiveness of the Foreign Ministry, which has 
become both paralyzed and demoralized under Mr.:Dayan's 
secretive leadership and the minister's own cavalier disregard 
for the role that could be played by the leadership of American 
Jewry, share the responsibility. ᾿ δ 

Mr, Weizman's proposal for the establishment of a govern- 
ment of national unity is one of those panaceas which tend to 
surface at auch trying times. There is little to recommend it, 
just as it can now be said, with the advantage of hindsight, that 
the government of national unity formed on the eve of the 1967 
War contributed little, if anything, to the effectiveness of 
Israel's government either at home or abroad. 

There is more than a suspicion that what Mr. Weizman is aim- 
ing at is a government with the Prime Minister being constantly 
outvoted on the most crucial questions of foreign and défence 
policy. This is a political monstrosity to be avoided:at all costs. 
If some members of the government and the coalition parties 
believe that Mr. Begin's views are out of touch with reality, and 
his performance poor, they should have the courage to call for 

-his replacement, rather than for the creation of an even nore 
feckless and internally paralyzed government. 

It is now up to.Mr. Begin to show whether he has the ability to 
recognize and the strength to effect the changes that must be 
brought about both in policies and in personne] — up to and not 
excluding the cabinet level — in response to the lessons to be 
learned from tHe latest developments. 


Wages and efficiency 


THE WAGE AGREEMENT for 1978-79 signed early Friday 
morning is an important step towards the restoration of in- 
dustrial peace. There is little doubt, however, that it will serve 
as a floor for wage increases not only in the private sector, but 
also in the public sector, where an agreement 15 still to be reach- 
ed. 


The latest agreement signifies recognition by the employers 
that real wages cannot be eroded, and a serious attempt by the 
Histadrut to hold wage demands within reasonable limits. Since 
the 12.5 per cent wage increase for the next six months — the 
first half of the fiscal year — and 15 per cent for the second half 
of the year, represent the minimum increase, real wages can be 
e pected to rise next year. 

The tacit admission that wages will always catch up with in- 
flation suggests that it would have been preferable to have 
revised the existing cost-of-living allowance system. The 70 per 
cent compensation link, introduced when inflation was at, for 
Israel, a ‘tolerable’ level, has long been a disruptive factor in 
labour relations. 

Experience shows, and Friday's wage agreement recognizes, 
that any attempt to keep wages lagging behind inflation to the 
extent experienced since 1974 is futile. Workers get their com- 
pensation, and their real wage is restored — but the price paid 
for the attempt to adhere to the 70 per cent formula is industrial 
strife. Moreover, it is generally those workers who are in the 
best bargaining positions, and not necessarily those who have 
been hit hardest or who deserve the highest raise, who manage 
to-secure compensation for themselves first, and at the highest 
rate. 

A return to a more rational cost-of-living allowance system, 
and the clearer distinction between real wage increases and 
mere compensation for the inflationary erosion of wages, would 
perhaps not be important were a substantial slowdown to infla- 
tion in sight. For the next year, at least, such a hope is vain. 

The most serious immediate problem is the situation in the 
public sector. The 1978/78 budget contains no provision for real 
‘wage increases there. Even if public sector wages were to rise 
no more than the 12.5-15 per cent agreed upon as a minimum for 
the private sector, this will mean an additional expenditure of 
IL2b. 

The wage demands in the public sector are, in fact, much 
higher — and there is no denying that public sector wages have 
eroded sharply in recent years. The government will fight ἃ los- 
ing battle if it attempts to continue this erosion; it is more likely 
that it will be the quality of the public services that will be erod- 
ed still further. 

Despite declarations to the contrary, the government has 
done little to streamline its services, eliminate superfluous 
functions and thus reduce the size of the public sector. Had It 
done so, it would have been able to sustain a higher level of pay 
and retain the most qualified staff in the public service. Ad- 
mittedly, this is a matter for thé long run. But, as in all matters, 
the long run begins today.

The rest 
can be done at home (they say to 
:themselves). I've even had a 
Uterature teacher who dictated the 
material, hig poor pupils struggling 
to take down every word. 

This, my friends, is a sad situation. 
But worse is yet to come. The pupils 
go home at the end of the day and are 

ed to learn what they wrote 
down in class. At the next lesson, the 
teacher/lecturer examines a few of 
them to see if they can repeat what 
he or she sald (taught, supposedly?) 
the previous lesson. This sort of 
thing tends to stifle the eagerness for 
learning that a lot of us start out 
with, and I am the perfect example 
... it certainly had a direct bearing 
on my failing biology last year. 

After a certain (extended) period, 
our old friend the exam comies along, 
and finds the pupils cramming 
everything written in their 
notebooks into thelr heads. 

I was once toid, apropos that the 
aforementued literature teacher 
prefezred pupils who answered his 
teat questions with the same phrases 
he had uftered when teaching. 

Most Séhool-kids don't read the 
material required for, homework 
{certain chapters in history, for ex- 
ample) because they know that the 
teacher will summarize it at the 
following lesson, so why should they 
put in the effort? They won't, off 
their own bat, search for other 
sources or even use the ones they 
know about in order to obtain extra
